Wisconsin 
that need a now Webster dictionary, and 
that the greatest number of the diction- 
anes would be taken by the members of 
the Legislatures aud by outsiders, but not 
without paying the cost price to the Slate. 
A great many persons have supposed that 
when the State purchased dictionaries for 
distribution among the school districts, and 
among the members and the Legislature aud 
other “official persons,” that the State was 
generously donating so much money for 
school districts of the members.

been 
the 
understand­ 
ing 
among 
persons 
of 
pro­ 
fessed 
intelligence. The 
State 
does 
not lose one cent by purchasing the dic­ 
tionaries, for whether a school, a member 
of the Legislature, or any other “official 
person,” purchase the book, the co§t price 
must be paid to the State. 
At the request of the department of Pub­ 
lic Instruction, Senator Richardson intro­ 
duced the bill. It was his duty to Intro­ 
duce it if he was requested to do so, and 
he should be permitted to exercise that 
right without being censured alter the 
fashion adopted by the Madison Democrat.

sand dollars. Tms enormous business Was 
transacted by one hundred aud twenty 
companies, eight ot which are located in 
Wisconsin, aod nineteen in Eirope. 


Assembly Lawrence na* introduced a 
bill which provides that the transportation 
of the States Alii tis, their arms, accoutre­ 
ments, stores, a*d other property, shall be 
contracted for by the Quartermaster Gen­ 
eral, a n i paid for out’of the State Treasury. 
It also provides that all companies with­ 
in the state, shall meet for instruction at 
their respective armories at least once in 
month, absentees to bo debarred of such 
militia privileges as exemption from jury 
duty an i poll tax. The Governor is author­ 
ized to assemble the whole or any p*rt of 
the militia, for instructions or parade, a 1 
such other times or places, and for such a 
length of time, as he shall think proper; 
one or more camps may be established an­ 
nually, at convenient 
points within the 
State,to be kept up fora period not to tx - 
ceed one week, and camp equippage and 
Subsistence shall oe provided by the Gov­ 
ernor. Each company or battery—not ex­ 
ceeding twenty-four In all—which shall 
contain fifty members, with uniforms and 
accoutrement in good condition, shall be 
paid annually $300, in full compensation 
for all pay aBd allowances, when not called 
into active service, or ordered out by the 
Governor.

Whatever argument may be brought 
forward in laver of hanging in this State, 
the facts furnished us by Colonel Burchard 
certainly go to prove that the crime of 
murder in the first degree does not increase 
in proportion to the population. Never­ 
theless, It will be understood that several 
murders have been committed m Wiscon­ 
sin since 1849, for which there has been no 
punishment, the murderers either escaping 
or being acquitted. The table here pre­ 
sented Is not an argument tor or against 
capital punishment. It does prove, how­ 
ever, that considering the population, Wis­ 
consin can challenge any State in the 
Union to abow a better record. 


THE DEMOCRATIC PLAN. 
The Democrats in the South arc never 
I jot tor a plan to carr? an election. If they 
can’t accomplish their purpose by intimi­ 
dation, they try tissue ballots, and in places 
where these are not practicable, they use 
the “fiat” ballot, and achieve success.
